This famous 
chamber. which might with propriety 
he called the American pantheon, has 
since the last session of eongr* ss been 
completely renovated nml subjected to 
artistic treatment xviii h makes It In 
point of beauty, dignity awl Impress 
Irenes# on?* of the most attractive In­ 
teriors in Washington. 
Besides this it 
la jsThaj*# the place of greatest historic 
interest in tin* national capital. 
From the year 18d7, when It w as 
first finished, until IM I, when It w as 
burned and defaced by the British In 
an attempt to destroy it. this chamber 
w as occupied as the hall of representa­ 
tives and again from I Mb. when It 
was restored, 
until 1857, when the 
lower house of congress moved Into 
the chamber which it now occupies. 
W hat stirring scenes wen* enacted 
here during these Important years of 
our national history! It was here that 
Madison was Inaugurated president In 
1800 and again In IMH. II? re Monroe 
w as Inaugurated for his second term In 
1821. and here Fillmore took the oath 
of office on July IO. 1850, following the 
death of President Tyler. 
Here John 
Quincy* Adam s was chosen president 
over Andrew Jackson in 1825, when 
the election w as thrown into the house* 
of representatives, and he-re os an nged 
veteran he w as stricken with his mer 
tai nine.ss in IMS. 
Here Henry Clay 
presides! with marked distinction as 
speaker of the house of representatives 
in the Fourteenth. Fifteenth. Sixtee nth 
and Eighteenth congresses. Here D an­ 
iel Webster and later Abraham Lin­ 
coln sat In turn as obscure* representa­ 
tives. caci) before the day of his tnerl 
diati fame. Here occurred the stormy 
debates Incident to tin* war of 1S12 and 
the war w ith Mexico and the prelimi­ 
nary struggle* over the questions of 
stnvery and state rights which lesl up 
to our c h il war. 
It w as of this chamber that Charles 
Dickens 
wrote 
in 
his 
“American 
Notes” in I M2: “ It is a beautiful and 
spacious hall of semicircular shape, 
supported by handsome pillars. 
One 
part of the gallery is appropriates! t?» 
the* ladies, and there they sit in front 
rows aud come* in and gee out as at a 
play or concert. 
The* chair is canopied 
and raised considerably above* the floor 
of the* house, and every mem leer has un 
easy chair and a writing tle'sk to him­ 
self, which is elenoiince'd by some peo­ 
ple out elf doors as a most unfortunate 
and Injudicious arrangement, tending 
to long sittings and prosaic spee-e hes. 
It is an elegant chamber to look at, but 
a singularly bad one for all purposes 
of hearing.” 
H anging conspicuously In tile* Gor- 
coran Art gallery there is an ole! ske*teh 
in oil elf this chamber painted in 1822 
by Samuel 1*\ B. Morse. 
Tin* Morse 
picture* and the Dickens description 
fully corroborate each other, aud it 
w as with the view of m aking the* 
chamber itself corroborate the paint 
lug ariel pen picture that tire* recent 
restorative work w as done. 
Work ort tire pusi-nt re storation of 
statuary hall, which is incidental to 
the* radical changes and improvement* 
made in the capitol during the least 
year, w as liegun immediately after the 
adjournment of congress in July last 
and has progressed without interrup­ 
tion until now. employing the skill of 
fifty artists under the* direction of Jo ­ 
seph Jtakemann of Washington, who 
forty years ago assisted the famous 
Italian painter, Constantine Iirumidi, 
in the elecoration of the rotunda arni 
the 
senate* corridors and committee 
rooms. 
Following similar work done 
last year in the supreme court cha in­ 


tl e galleries. 
The hall will be lighted 
at night by 300 Incandescent electric 
lamps placed above the white cornices.
